& suftragist and hope to see the fedora-
Hon indorse the suffrage movement In
this Stite."

Anent Mrs, George W, Coblentz's report
In eonvention yerterdny that suffrags wnn
not indorsed unanimously at Chicago lnst
year, as the rocorda of the natlonal com-
mittee show, Mre, J. S. Miller and several
other ruffragists expressed themselves as
surprised that such a report wns mude,
In view of the minutes of the Chloago
hiennlal,  Mra, Coblentz virtually reiter-
ated the alleged “rallroading' charge of
the antis.
